possessed th e 
qualities of faith , h ope and love, de­ 
clared th e Rev. Cy rus Yocum, pas­ 
tor of th e Main 
Street 
Ch ristian 
ch urch , in h is sermon last nigh t 011 
“Th e Religion of Abrah am Lincoln,” 
but h is religion h ad limitations. 
It 
was limited in th at h e never confess­ 
ed Jesus Ch rist publicly and affiliated 
h imself with any ch urch of God. h e 
said. 
“Abstract 
principles,” 
said th e 
Rev. Mr. Yocum in opening h is ser­ 
mon, “are powerfess in th e sh aping 
of life. We learn more from th e men 
and women about 11s and from th ose 
of h istory th an we do by abstract 
th ings. 
It is well to study th e great 
personages of h istory and learn h ow 
th ey ach ieved th eir success." 
Th e pastor asserted th at th e y ear 
18 09 was probably th e most import­ 
ant < f th e nineteenth 
century . 
It 
gave th e world Poe, Holmes. Tenny ­ 
son, Ch opin, Mendelssoh n, 
Darwin, 
Gladstone, Th omas 
Campbell’s de­ 
claration and address, S. F. Smith 
and Lincoln. 
He said many oth ers 
migh t Ik» mentioned. 
Th e minister 
said Lincoln migh t be studied as a 
lawy er, statesman, 
story 
teller or 
>brator, but wh at of h is religious life? 
Th e minister said 
Lincoln’s real 
life migh t be measured by any of th e 
virtues, faith h ope and 
love. 
Tie 
pointed out th e marty red 
president 
was a. man of faith and believed in 
God. 
TTe sqid wh en 
Lincoln was 
called to th e president’s eh nir. lie 
never looked furth er; 
h e trusted in 
God as lie journey ed on. He believed 
in th e final triumph of righ t, th e Rev. 
Mi’. Yocum said, because God was al­ 
way s on th at side. 
Th e “minister referred to Lincoln’s 
Springfield speee.li wh ich was made 
just prior to h is leaving for Wash ­ 
ington to take up h is new duties. 
In 
th is address lie convey ed th e th ough t 
th at h e looked upon God root as th e 
great judge bey ond th e grave but 
an ev er-present 
guide, th e pastor 
said. 
Th e minister pointed out Lin­ 
coln h ad faith in Jesus Ch rist in later 
life but th at h e doubted th e divinity 
of Ch rist in y oung manh ood as many 
men do wh en th ey step from boy ­ 
h ood into manh ood. 
Th e Rev. Air. Yocum declared th ere 
were only four books in 
Lincoln’s 
library and one of th ese, th e 
most 
used of th e four, was th e Bible. TTe 
pointed out th e marty red 
president 
quoted more from scripture th an any 
man ev er in public life. 
lie studied, 
believed in and used th e Bible every 
day and every 
h our of 
th at great 
struggle, th e pastor declared. 
Th e 
Rev. AL\ Yocum said Lincoln believed 
in pray er and th at many of th e great 
victories of th e north were in answer 
to th e pray ers i f Lincoln.

d ischarged him from serv ice as v alet 
after his employ er had been shown by 
Mrs. Schiff a letter Brand t had written 
to her regard ing his ambition for a 
college ed u cation. 
Shortly afterward 
Brand t entered the Schiff home, met 
Mr. Schiff, assau lted him with a howl­ 
ing pin. and two d ay s later was ar­ 
rested . 
In ad d ition to the assau lt, from 
w'hieh Mr. Schiff su ffered no seriou s 
inju ries, Brand t was charged with the 
larceny of $200 worth of jewelry .

New York, Feb. 12.—Gov ernor Dix 
will probably pard on Folke E. Brand t 
before the week Is ou t. The gov ernor 
feels now that he was imposed u pon 
by Ju d ge Otto A. Rosalsky and others 
who presented reports to him on the 
Brand t rase. 
The pard on will he followed by an 
inv estigation hv the attorney general 
to find if improper influ ences were 
u sed in send ing the former serv ant of 
Mortimer L. Schiff to Clinton for thir­ 
ty y ears on a plea of gu ilty to a crime 
which the record of the case d oes not 
show he committed —bu rglary in the 
first d egree. 
On top of that will be, it is ex pect­ 
ed , a recommend ation from the gov er­ 
nor to the state senate that Ju d ge Ro­ 
salsky be remov ed from the bench. 
Very likely the attorney general w'ill 
make su ch representations to the gov ­ 
ernor as will lead the chief ex ecu tiv e 
to mov e against Ju d ge Rosalsky . 
Gov ernor Dix has taken the initia­ 
tiv e toward re-opening 
the Brandt 
case. 
He is acting now under the con­ 
v iction that he was deceiv ed and mis­ 
led by persons in whom he had confi­ 
dence. In that opinion he is supported 
by the attorney general, to whom the 
gov ernor has referred all the papers 
in the Brandt case, and who has al­ 
ready detected a number of suspicious 
circumstances. 
The attorney general 
believ es that the courts hav e been mis­ 
used and that there was a shocking 
miscarriage of justice in the commit­ 
ment of the y oung Swede. 
The attorney general does not pro­ 
pose to drop the case when Brandt 
goes free. He is satisfied that nothing 
but a searching public inv estigation

El Paso, Tex., Feb. 12.—In an effort 
to have them lay down their arms and 
become peaceable citizens, the spec­ 
ter of American intervention is being 
held u p to rebels in northern Mexico. 
Au reliano Gonzales, acting governor of 
Chihu ahu a, has issu ed a proclamation 
to the people of the revolting state and 
had it telegraphed to the most remote 
sections. The proclamation calls atten ­ 
tion to the blood that was shed in the 
recent Madero revolu tion, “ou r late 
fratricidal war,” he calls it, and then 
u rges the people in the name of the 
fatherland that they love to lay dowm 
their arms and not again ‘'au gment the 
nu mber of widows and orphans.” 
Referring to intervention, he says: 
‘ The United States have declared that 
w?e are an Inferior race, incapable of 
self-government and u nworthy to fig- j 
u re in the concert of free people, and j 
are preparing a formidable army to ! 
invade and profane the sacred grou nd 
of ou r beloved cou ntry. 
“If the voice of reason and patriot­ 
ism does not assert itself, we will not ! 
only lose ou r ideals,, bu t will be en­ 
slaved by a foreign invader and hisr 
tory will annou nce a tremendou s fall 
that will bu rn u pon the foreheads of 
ou r sons and inflict the infamou s stig­ 
ma of treason.” 
While this proclamation wTas being 
made pu blic in the north Pino Su arez, 
the vice president, in Mexico City, wras 
making a statemen t that intervention 
was most remote, in order to stem the 
tide of anti-Americanism that has been 
rapidly rising all over Mexico, and 
which the proclamation of the Chihu a­ 
hu a official will only fan to greater 
fu ry.

A do llar’s wo rth o f paper bags will 
be ample to co o k fo r any 
av erage 
family thro ugho ut a mo nth. 
Add a 
bo x o f clips at ten cents—they will be 
go o d fo r ano ther mo nth, and still an­ 
o ther in careful hands—and the o ut­ 
lay is still inco nsiderable. 
Add still 
further fifty cents fo r 
greasing—a 
po und o f lard, half a po und o f butter, 
half a po und o f drippings—and the 
to tal i3 still mo re than mo derate. No t­ 
withstanding, it is mo re than plenty 
o f us wo uld care to spend 
mo nthly 
merely in the interest o f flav o r o r 
ev er, o f ease. 
Plenty mo re o f us like 
to take duties labo rio usly, feeling that 
thus we win to the kingdo m o f thrift. 
So if there were no eco no mic o ffset, 
paper b a j co o king wo uld hav e to be 
recko ned either a fad o r a luxury. 
It 
is neither—it has co me to stay. 
Say yo u pay three to fo ur do llars 
a mo nth fo r gas—which is abo ut a 
fair av erage. 
If the paper bag co o k­ 
ing cuts this a third, it has almo st 
paid fo r itself at o ne fell swo o p. 
Next co mes the sav ing in quantity 
o f fo o d co o ked. 
Paper bag co o king is 
o ne-filth to o ne-fo urth ahead there. 
In po t co o king the 
scales 
sho w a 
shrinkage treble that o f bag co o king. 
This is a sav ing well wo rth while, yet 
far fro m telling 
the who le sto ry. 
Things bag-co o ked no urish better be­ 
cause they are mo re readily digested. 
Set this extra no urishment at o ne- 
tenth o f the fo o d co st, and the fo o d 
co st lo r a family ten do llars a week. 
Right there yo u hav e mo re the price 
o f bags, grease, clips, etc.—almo st tne 
co st o f the gas. 
But ev en then the sum in do mestic 
eco no my is just fairly begun. 
Paper 
bag co o king no t o nly sav ps thus nega­ 
tiv ely by prev enting lo ss and insur­ 
ing full edibility, nut po sitiv ely—and 
ir, many, many ways, as, fo r example, 
in the fo o d bo ught. 
Ro und steak is 
mo re no urishing than any o ther—but 
the fact has been held to be o ffset by 
the extra dentist’s bill the eating o f It 
necessitated. Paper bag co o king makes 
it as tender as po rterho use itself— 
mo reo v er, there is no bo ne to be thro wn 
away—no thing but clear meat. 
And 
the fav o rable difference in price runs 
fro m eight to ten cents the po und. 
Liv ing is dearer in ev ery way—the 
o ne po ssible allev iatio n o f this in­ 
creasing co st, witho ut skimping o f ap­ 
petites, is in buying things less co stly 
and so co o king them as to make the 
difference ail in their fav o r.

That 
was 'the crotwning virtue of his life. 
He was tender, forgiving and merci­
